15,000 FOR THANKSGIVING DINNER 


New LA Commissary and Store Is Important 
Unit in Servicing Fleet of SP Dining Cars 


TPHANKSGIVING is traditionally a 
day for home-cooked meals, when 
family reunions bring the Smiths and the 
Joneses and the Johnsons back to the fire- 
sides of their chifdhood to again enjoy 
one of those sumptuous repasts served 
in the manner that has gained fame for 
generations of American mothers. 

And since eating is synonymaus with 
Thanksgiving it has long been a practice 
with Southern Pacific to make its travel 
guests feel perfectly at home in railroad 
dining cars and station restaurants on 
that day with a quality of cuisine that 
comes nearest possible to equalling “what 
mother used to cook.” 

So this year whether the traveler is 
riding a train in California, Oregon or 
Utah where governors have indicated 
they will join President Roosevelt if he 
proclaims November 23 as Thanksgiving; 
in Nevada, Arizona, or New Mexico 
where the 30th will stand; or in Texas 
where it seems that both days may be 
observed, SP’s dining car customers will 
find the stewards prepared to cater to the 
most exacting of culinary tastes. 

Preparations are being made for the 
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serving of 15,000 Thanksgiving meals in 
the sixty or more cars that will be oper- 
ating that day on the company’s Pacific 
Lines, according to Manager Harty A. 
Butler. Approximately 6000 pounds of 
turkey will be carved, the equivalent of 
a 12-pound bird for each of 500 
families, Then there’ be 1000 Ibs. of 
cranberries, 1600 Ibs. of mince meat, 300 
Ibs. of fruit cake, 5000 ibs, of green peas, 
1500 ibs. of sweet potatoes, and 4000 
Ibs. of Irish potatoes, just to Hist a few of 
the major items on the railroad’s Thanks- 
giving shopping list. 
Big Job in Tiny Kitchen 

Supplies for these meals will be assem- 
bled at the West Oakland, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Portland and El Paso com- 
missaries, and from these points dis- 
tributed to the sixty or more dining cars. 
Then it’s up to the dining car chef and 
his three assistants to roast the turkeys, 
bake the potatoes, prepare the vegetables, 
and otherwise get ready to serve their 
quota of the railroad’s 15,000 anticipated 
Thanksgiving Day guests. These full- 
course meats will be cooked in dining car

kitchens that measure less than 15 feet 
long and 5 feet wide, an accomplishment 
that the aforementioned American 
mothers will readily applaud. 

The two most important of these com- 
missary “service. stations” are those at 
West Oakland and Los Angeles coach 
yard, the latter 2 new one, which began 
operation simultaneously with opening of 
the Union Passenger Terminal last May. 

This commissary and commissary 
stores, built and equipped at a cost of 
about $60,000, is one of the most modern 
structures of its kind in the country and 
embodies the finest developments in re- 
frigeration and sanitation for the storage 
as well as for the handling and prepara- 
tion of foods. 

More than $600,000 worth of food- 
stuffs and supplies pass through this 
commissary annually. The greater part of 
this money is spent with Los Angeles 
merchants, a fact which further em- 
phasizes the importance of the railroad 
to business in that area, 

It's from this commissary depot that 
ten dining cars for regular trains are 
stocked daily, and from which supplies 
are furnished funch cars, coffee shop, 
tavern, lounge and cafe observation cars 
operating on the Sunset, West Coast, 
Owl, Lark, Californian, Golden State, 
Daylight, Coaster, also the San Joaquin 
and Argonaut to some extent. 

An unusual type of service is that fur-

nished the motion picture companies 
whose requests for diners, or other types 
of cars, to use out on location are often 
of an emergency nature requiring speed 
in stocking and assigning of crews. 

Three departments work in close co- 
ordination in the functioning of the Los 
Angeles commissary, as do the same 
departments at the other four Pacific 
Lines commissaries. 

Operation of the commissary is under 
the immediate supervision of C. R. 
Walsh, assistant manager of the Dining 
Car, Hotel, Restaurant and News Service 
Department. His staff operates the 
kitchen, bakery and butcher shop, and 
his clerical force maintains the records 
pertaining to the requisition and con- 
sumption of supplies, and to the opera- 
tion of car crews. : 


Visits Markets Daily 


The purchase of supplies is under su- 
pervision of the Purchasing Department, 
with Buyer Charles Herke on the job to 
personally visit the Los Angeles markets 
daily and select the finest in meats, 
vegetables and fruits in season. 

Storage and distribution of supplies 
is handled by the Stores Department 
under the supervision of Ass’t Gen't 
Storekeeper C. H. Thompson, whose 
staff is in charge of and dispenses all 
supplies other than those coming from 
the kitchen, bakery and butcher shop. 


Beverage and liquor orders 
filled by Attendant J. A. Speed. 
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Interior of the commissary building is 
streamlined throughout and painted pure 
white enamel, with black border trim at 
the base, Special attention has been given 
to roominess and to latest conveniences 
for working efficiency. Groceries, li- 
quors, tobaccos, soft drinks, candies, 
dishes, cutlery, glassware, ‘etc. are 
stored on steel racks so they are easily 
accessible in filling orders. There is 2 
separate refrigerated room for the more 
hardy vegetables and fruits, and another 
for the storage’ of berries and other 
highly perishable products, in which 
room milk, cream, chegse, etc., is also 
kept. Fish has its own separate refriger- 
ated room, as has also the butcher shop 
where meats are hung on stainless steel 
hooks and racks. As orders ate filled by 
the butcher they are placed in steel 
boxes for transporting to the diners. 

The combined kitchen and bakery is a 
very busy department. In addition to 
being used for the instruction of chefs 
and cooks, the following is a partial list 
of the items prepared there for dining 
cars and restaurant service: dressings 
and sauces of afl kinds, tomato and celery 
bouillon, soup: stocks, stewed prunes, 
fresh pie fruits, pies and pie dough, and

many varieties of bakery goods. Also pre- 
pared in this kitchen are all meats for 
cold service, salads, special dishes fea- 
tured on coffee shop cars, and sand- 
wiches used in buffet service on depart- 
ing trains. 

Procedure of stocking a dining car 
is somewhat as follows: The steward 
coming into the terminal takes stock of 
all supplies he has on hand and makes 
out a supply report together with a 
requisition on the Store, Meat Shop and 
Kitchen for his next outgoing trip. This 
requisition is checked in the Commissary 
Office to make any changes necessary to. 
meet requirements the steward. is not 
aware of. No perishable foods are carried 
over by the steward, only such staples as 
canned and package goods and groceries. 
Long experience has made it possible to 
closely estimate the amount of perish- 
ables needed, and the few returned are 
used by the kitchen in preparing dishes 
for outgoing cats. On long trips perish- 
ables are replenished en route. 


Lots of Fresh Linen 


A supply of fresh linen is set up 
for each outgoing diner. The Sunset's 
diner, for instance, leaving Los Angeles 
for a round trip to New Orleans of eight 
days in operation, is supplied with 4424 
pieces, including 2200 napkins, 500 table 
cloths of large and small sizes, 1000 glass

EIGHT NEW TYPE SWITCHERS COMING 


URCHASE by Southern Pacific Com- 
pany of eight new Diesel Electric 
switchers—six from the Electro Motive 
Corporation, two from the American Lo- 
comotive Company—-was announced last 
month, following a series of tests of both 
types of engines. Delivery will be made 
some time this month, making a total of 
ten such switchers in use on Pacific Lines. 
Early this year a switcher was pur- 
chased from each of the above-mentioned 
companies. Set up at El Paso, they were 
put into strenuous trial service in the 
freight and passenger yards of El Paso, 
Tucson, Phoenix, Los Angeles, and 
finally West Oakland, where they are 
now in constant use. The tests disclosed 
several advantages in this type of power 
over steam power in certain phases of 
switching service. There are other con- 
ditions, of course, where the steam en- 
gine is more desirable. 

Among the features of the Diese! 
switcher are its economy of operation and 
durability under long, continuous usage. 
When idle while waiting for orders, of 
inactive for some other reason, the en- 
gine can be shut off to save fuel. It is not 
as noisy as the steam switcher and emits 
fess smoke and soot, an important fac. 
tor when working in city Limits or on 
certain industrial tracks. The Diesel 
switcher will work without refueling or 
replenishment of its water supply for a 
considerably longer period than will a 
steam switcher, and it is noted for its 
ability to work “around the clock” for 
many days at a time. 

Each type of switcher weighs about 
198,000 Ibs.,develops 600 horsepower and 
has 40-inch diameter wheels. The power 
plant of the Electro Motive Corporation 
("EMC") switcher is a “V" 6-cylinder 
(three cylinders in each bank), -two cycle 
Piesel engine with a cylinder diameter of 


84 inches and a 10-inch stroke. Under 
load the engine rans at 800 revolutions 
per minute. The power plant of the 
American Locomotive Company (“AL- 
CO”) switcher is an in-line 6-cylinder, 
four cycle Diestl engine with piston 
diameter of 12% inches and 13-inch 
stroke, and runs at 700 revolutions per 
minute under load. 

All of the new switchers will be de- 
livered at El Paso and will be placed in 
service on Pacific Lines where needed. 


Keep Tourists Coming: Having co- 
operated in every way possible to en- 
courage travel to the Pacific Coast in 
1939, Southern Pacific will endeavor to 
keep the tourist tide at flood stage during 
1940 by establishing new low fares be- 
tween all points east and California. 
Effective Januaty 1, first class roundtrip 
tickets, with return Limit of twelve 
months, are to be reduced 10 per cent, 
and substantial reductions will also be 
made in intermediate and coach fares. 
These fares are in addition to the Com- 


pany's present winter excursion tickets, 


with three months return limit in sleep- 
ing cars and six moaths for coach trans- 
portation.

Operating Results 


For the nine months ended September 
30, 1939, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $158,543,558, or $12,- 
272,823 more than the revenues for the 
same 1938 period, an 8% increase. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $117,737,878, 
or $109,517 more than the expenses for 
the same period of 1938. 

After deducting tax accruals of $13,- 
669,255, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$8,620,882, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $18,515,543, or a 
gain of $11,635,437 compared with the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest on bonds and 
equipment trust riotes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
eight months ended August 31, 1939, the 
income from all sources was not sufficient 
to cover the fixed charges, and the final 
result was a Net. Loss of $1,243,131, 
which compares with a net loss of 
$10,355,834 for the first eight months of 
1938. No dividends have been paid since 
Januaty, 1932. The final results for the 
nine months petiod of 1939, not avail- 
able as the Bulletin goes to press, will 
be‘shown next issue.

ts0uGy you won't find it listed 
anywhere in the tariffs, there is a 
mighty important commodity moving in 
great volume over SP lines these days. It 
is being carried in passenger cars and 
there is usuatly so much of it packed into 
each car that it fairly oozes from every 
window and vestibule. It’s a precious 
cargo known as “Youthful Enthusiasm,” 
and it's made up of the thousands of 
school kids who comprise the numerous 
excursion movements to football games, 
fairs and other special events and, in some 
instances, as a part of their regular cur- 
ricula, 

Until you have had the pleasure of 
accompanying one of these excutsions, it 
is difficult to realize how infectious and 
heart-warming this enthusiasm can be. 
Many of the youngsters are experiencing 
the thrills of their first train ride and 
their unrestrained excitement is assur- 
ance that a train ride still holds its place 
as one of Life’s Great Moments. 

Recently, on one of the high school 
football excursions, a group of unusually 
goggle-eyed youngsters was asked, “Why 
the great excitement; is this your school’s 
Big Game?" “Gosh, no," one of them 
replied, “it isn’t the game we’re thinkin’ 
about. This is the first time we've ever 
been on a train!” Sad, but true, is the 
fact that thousands of children in their 
"teens have yet to take their first train 
ride, but it is encouraging to note that 
each year finds an increase in the number 
of school children excursions, 

One of the greatest contributing factors 
to this increase has been the growth in 
popularity of “prep” football. Junior col- 
lege and high school football rivalry has 
become almost as high-pitched as that of 
the colleges and many of the games find 
hundreds of students traveling en masse 


There were six carloads of these Burlingame High School youngsters, 


to another city or town to lend support to 
their school team. Two recent games at 
Redwood City on the Coast Division in- 
volved the movement of more than 1000 
students from the nearby towns of San 
Jose and Burlingame. 

On occasions when the students turn 
out in a body to attend out-of-town 
games, school authorities and parents, 
naturally seeking the safest and mast 
economical method of travel, turn to the 
railroad. Special trains are made up of 
the best equipment and special passenger 
representatives, well versed in the han- 
dling of similar excursions, are on hand 
to assist the schoo! heads in taking good 
care of their young charges. 

Special roundtrip fares are quoted so 
that every student can easily afford the 
trip by “saving up,” if necessary, for a 
short time in advance. In some instances 
students, through their student body of- 
ficers, make smalf weekly deposits to 
apply on the cost of a ticket when an im- 
portant game arrives. 

In California, schools in the San

Joaquin and Sacramento valleys are pro- 
ductive of a number of special student 
movements, Stockton, Modesto, Fresno, 
Turlock and Bakersfield being among the 
cities represented by their high schools 
and junior colleges. San Jose Junior 
Chamber of Commerce each year spon- 
sors an excursion of youngsters up to 12 
years of age to the Santa Clara-Stanford 
game. Known as the “Knot-hole Club,” 
this group last year numbered 900; this 
year, plans were made to accommodate 
2500, with a special train for the boys, 
another for the girls, 

That intense rivalry exists also among 
the Arizona schools was evidenced by an 
excursion of 728 rooters from Tucson to 
Phoenix to witness a game between the 
high schools of those two cities. And 
when Tucson Hi played Mesa Hi two 
rooter trains were packed with nearly 
1000 fans! 

Treasure Island has also been influen- 
tial in the organizing of school excur- 
sion trains. One of the most recent was 
that of Sacramento Junior College ia 
which about 400 students participated. 
During the year there have been numer- 
ous excursions from points throughout 
California. 

Oregon originated many children’s ex- 
cursions to the Fair, among them being 
the Eugene Boy Scouts, Future Farmers 
of America (from Portland), Oregonian 
news carriers, Portland Junior Musi- 
cians, Coos Bay Times carriers and the 
Albany Democrat-Herald carriers. These, 
and the annual excursion of Portland 
children to the Oregon State Fair at 
Salem, provided Southern Pacific with 
approximately 1800 young customers. 

‘Washington also sent hundreds of chil- 
dren to the San Franctsco Fair on excur- 
sions of the Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
news carriers, the Olympia Olympian 
carriers, Victoria Chamber of Commerce 
Girls’ Drill Team and the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review-Chronicle carriers. 
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Billions of Dollars of Free Right-of-way and 
Other Subsidies Not Mentioned by Competitors 


This is the second and concluding in- 

stallment of an article compiled for the 

Association of American Railroads by 

Dr. C..8. Duncan, noted economist, in 

answer to recent tax claims made by 

the trucking industry. The first install- 
ment appeared in the July issue of the 

Bulletin, 

2 es truckers charge that the railroads 

have been recipients of tremendous 
subsidies and refer to land grants. These 
land grants were made between 1850 and 
1870, from 70 to 90 years ago. With 
$122,800,000 the railroads could have 
gone to the government and purchased 
the entire acreage of 130,000,000 acres 
‘on the basis of the prices received by the 
government from sales of public lands 
during the period of grants. These lands 
were not gifts but were transferred to 
the railroads on the basis of contracts 
stipulating that the roads would be 
buile and operated and that the Federal 
government would receive a reduction 
from the commercial rate on its traflic. 
Today this reduction amounts to about 
$10,000,000 a year. This would pay the 
entire cost of the lands granted in 1244 
years. 

The truckers, however, say nothing 
about the fact that they have been given 
a right-of-way valued as of 1919 for rural 
highways at $850,000,000. This is in 
addition to the $13,000,000,000 of sub- 
sidy for highway improvement and main- 
tenance since 1920 and is in addition to 
the billions of dollars in highways prior 
to that date. 

The truckers also claim that there has 
been no subsidy to them in Federal aid. 
Their claim is that they have received 
from the Federal Government $2,250,- 
000,000 in the twenty-year period 1917- 
1937 and that they have paid to the 
Federal government in excise taxes 
$2,574,000,000, Icaving a credit to their 
account of $324,000,000. 


Explaining the Taxes 


‘The facts are, however, that from 1917 
to 1927 the automobile industry as a 
whole contributed about $1,143,000,000. 
In the same period, Federal appropri- 
ations and gifts of materials to public 
toads aggregated over $1,452,000,000. 
These excise taxes were war taxes, 
shared in by other industries. The rail- 
toads themselves paid over $955,000,000. 
For this they receive no credit from the 
truckers. In this period the truckers failed 
_to pay in excise taxes what they received 
in subsidies by $309,800,000 and if these 
payments are counted against receipts, 
then all war-time taxes on the automobile 
industry are cancelled. 

Federal excise taxes were again im- 
posed in 1932 for government revenues 


in a period of depression. At the end of 
1937 these taxes had reached the total of 
$1,143,000,000, Since 1927 the Federal 
government, through regular aid funds 
and emergency and relief funds, ex- 
pended by the Bureau of Public Roads, 
has given over $2,000,000,000 more. In 
addition, the Works Progress Administra- 
tion has expended on highway improve- 
ments over $2,448,000,000 to December 
31, 1938. Even this does not include the 
millions expended by the Public Works 
Administration on highway projects. If 
such equating should take place and the 
teucking industry should desire to escape 
payment for support of the Federal gov- 
ernment, they would still be in arrears by 
more thaa $3,000,000,000. 


Employes and Wages 


Comparison is made between an al- 
Jeged 3.5 million persons employed in 
the trucking industry and 940,000 men 
employed in the railroad industry. Ob- 
viously, the persons employed in the 
farm service and local city service should 
be deducted from the total number al- 
leged to be employed in the trucking in- 
dustry. The for-hire truckers themselves 
will claim about 600,000 drivers and 
400,000 “others” for a total of 2 million 
men to handle five per cent of the coun- 
try’s traffic. On this basis it would re- 
quire twenty million men to handle all 
of it or upward of one-half the total 
gainfully employed in all business. The 
annual payroll for these one million men 
is set at one billion dollars, or one 
thousand dollars per year on the average 
for each employe. On this basis it would 
require twenty billion dollars for labor 
alone to handle all business by truck. 

The railroads in 1937 employed 
1,114,663 men and their payroll was 
$1,985,446,718, an average annual com- 
pensation per employe of $1,781.72, as 
compared with the alleged $1,000 per 
employe in the trucking industry. Is the 
trucking industry, in addition to ex- 
ploiting the taxpaying public through 
subsidy, also exploiting its labor? 

With subsidy and low wages the truck- 
ing industry claims an annual revenue of 
two billion dollars on five per cent of the 
traffic. The railroads handled 65 per cent 
of the freight traffic for $3,378,000,000. 
Proportionately, to handle ali the rail- 
road traffic, trucks would require rev- 
enues of thirteen’ times the two billion 
dollars, or ‘twenty-six billion dollars. 
Could traffic move under such a burden? 

‘The trucking industry sets forth a 
claim for being a-primary, indispensable 
medium of ‘transportation :in the ‘land. 
That the railroads: are indispensable, ‘it 
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says, isa’ mere ‘matter -of :opinion. The: 


truckers ‘claim ‘that-48,492° commutiities, 


comprising 7,844,509. persons, are served 3 


exclusively by motor trucks. . 

In all-matters of service the railroads 
are perfectly willing to be adjudged by 
results, Public officials, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the.motor manu- 
facturing industry and organizations of 
shippers, all reiterate the indispensable 
character of railroad service. That a large 
number of small communities—48,492 
comprising 7,844,509 persons, an -aver- 
age of 162 per community—are served 
exclusively by motor trucks should not 
be surprising. These communities had 
other than railroad service before the 
motor vehicle. These communities are 
not on main highways either, for these 
main highways parallel the railroads. If 
truckers continue to have their way about 
highway costs, such communities will 
build their own improved roadways out 
of their own taxes to be used by trucks. 

The teuckers charge that the wasteful- 
ness in excess transportation facilities in 
the country is due solely to excess rail- 
road facilities. As proof, railroad mile- 
age now in bankruptcy is cited. 

Railroads compete with transporta- 
tion agencies created and supported by 
taxation—highway, waterway and air- 
way. Agencies that are supported by taxa- 
tion can not go bankrupt until and unless 
the power of taxation is exhausted, and 
that power is exhausted only when all 
ptoperty within the taxing authority is 
taxed to the limit. It may be that motor 
vehicle fees and taxes are pledged to pay 
highway bonds, but in case they fail, as 
they did in Arkansas, the property of the 
state must stand behind them. How can 
an improved waterway go bankrupt? 
Obviously it can not unless the govern- 
ment goes bankrupt. 


Earnings vs. Taxes 

The railroads are a private investment. 
all the way through, roadway and carry- 
ing facilities. Highway, waterway and 
airway are government investment as to 
“roadway.” A private investment is sup- 
ported out of earnings. A government in- 
vestment is supported out of taxation. If 
earnings were available upon the invest- 
ment in waterways, private capital would 
be interested and eager to furnish im- 
proved rivers and canals as it once did, 
to furnish highways for commerce as it 
did in toll .roads, to furnish landing 
fields for air service. Earnings are not 
there. Private credit for such investment 
is as dead as a dodo. Hence, there is re- 
Hance on taxation. 

Private investment dependent on 
earning power can not long compete 
with government investment dependent 
upon taxing power. That is why rail- 
toads go bankrupt and highways ‘and 
waterways do not. How many waterways 
would remain out of the -hands’ of ‘the 
courts,-and how ‘many -highways :would 
remain .solvent, if they ‘relied .solely-on 
earning power? “e

Pethaps it is in order to index Lindy 
as a hobby-horse, since training him has 
been a hobby with his owner, Ed Dear- 
dorff, foreman at Phoenix roundhouse. 
For the past six years, after Ed has wound 
up his daily job of grooming Southern 
Pacific's iron horses, he has devoted his 
leisure hours to teaching his pet a num- 
ber of tricks, including the aforemen- 
tioned feat of helping out with the family 
shopping. 

In addition to the usual line of animal 
tricks such as sitting up, lying down or 
bowing at his master’s command, Lindy's 
repertoire boasts such accomplishments 
as a high jumping record of over six feet, 
leaping over an automobile while carry- 
ing a rider, untying difficult knots in a 
rope, herding the chickens and ducks 
around the back yard and protecting them 
from intruding dogs and cats, and calling 
his master if anything unusual bappens 
on the premises during the night. As the 
self-appointed guardian to Deardorff, 
Lindy will threaten to bite or kick anyone 
‘who pretends to harm him. 

The horse is a popular favorite with 
the roundhouse force, having frequently 
entertained the gang with his clever 
antics, and is well known to the rest of 
the Phoenix populace as a prominent 
participant in many local parades. 

“Lindy is gettiag..a bit old—he’s 
eight-for some of his tricks,” Deardorff 
explained, “but he'll never-be too old to 
bea lovable companion and a faithful 
friend! 

Mrs.Deardorff shares her ‘husband's 


four year old Pinto which she has been 
training for the past year. “The Pinto 
can't do the things Lindy can, however,” 
said Ed. 

Although he would rather talk about 
his pet horse, Deardorff was persuaded 
to furnish a few facts about himself. He

and dish towels, 200 white aprons, and 
150 waiters’ coats as the principal items. 

During the day of the diner’s layover 
at the commissary the requisition is filled 
and about two hours before depatiuce 
time from the coach yard the steward 
and his crew are an hand to check the 
items furnished by the Stores Dept. and 
to sign the requisition acknowledging 
receipt. 

In addition to this regular daily rou- 
tine, the Los Angeles Commissary is also 
called on to stock cars for many special 
trains and for extra sections of regular 
trains, This assignment was particularly 
heavy during the past summer season 
when train travel reached an all-time 
high. During August, for instance, a 
total of 450 diners and coffee shop cars 
were stocked from the commissary, on 
which cazs 60,520 meals were served. 

‘With the larders of his diner filled and 
his crew of cooks and waiters assembled, 
it's then up to the steward to see that the 
tailroad’s customers get the high stand- 
ard of service for which SP is noted, 
whether it's a full-fledged Thanksgiving 


dinner or a simple order of “ham an’,

Postoffice Department to change the name 
legally to Pine Ridge in 1936, after Lum 
& Abner had become country-wide 
favorites. One of the radio characters is 
also a teal person. That's Dick Huddle- 
ston, who can be found down in Pine 
Ridge today running a general store, just 
as he does in the script.

of Pacific Electric 
(A COMPREHENSIVE plan for rehabili- 

tation of its line through improved 
rail and motor coach service and substitu- 
tions for rail service in certain localities, 
was submitted by Pacific Electric Railway 
to the California Railroad Commission at 
a hearing in Los Angeles on October 18. 
The plan involves an expenditure. of 
$2,500,000 over a term of years and, in 
addition, an expenditure of $3,000,000 is 
proposed in the next seven years for re- 
placing with modern motor coaches 
equipment that will be retired from 
service during that period. 

Under the rehabilitation program, ten 
new type electric cars will be purchased 
for the Los Angeles-Glendale line, which 
will become an all-rail service instead 
of the existing rail-bus service. 

One hundred and fifty-one existing steel 
sail cars of satisfactory design will be 
modernized and 137 new motor coaches 
of latest type purchased, All wooden elec- 
tric cars will be taken out of service ex- 
cept for the few reserved for special oc 
casions. 

It is proposed to abandon 113 miles of 
rail lines where service can be more satis- 
factorily and profitably conducted by 
motor coaches. On 41 miles of line motor 
coaches will be substituted for rail pas- 
senger service, and on 68 miles part of 
the electric passenger car service will be 
replaced with motor coaches. When the 
Arroyo Seco viaduct is completed it is 
Proposed to motorize the existing rail 
service hetween Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena, greatly improving service via the 
new boulevard. 

The substitution of service must re- 
ceive approval of the Railroad Commis- 
sion and the ICC. The case before the 
Commission was continued to November 
8, on which date it is expected the hear- 
ings will be closed and that a decision 
will promptly follow. 

The Pacific Electric management is 
ready to proceed with the rehabilitation 
work as rapidly as conditions permit, and 
expresses the hope that the increased 
patronage following the more attractive 
service will justify the large expenditure.

FORTY NEW GIANT LOCOM 


ICTURED here are the two newest types of Southern Pacific's most powerful 
locomotives, forty of which have been purchased from the Baldwin and Lima 
Locomotive Works at a cost of approximately $7,250,000. 

Twenty-eight of the cab-in-front type oil-burners (bottom and left), technically 
known as single expansion articulated locomotives of the AC-8 class with 4-8-8-2 
wheel arrangement, were ordered from Baldwin last February and the majority are 
already in service. Their road numbers are 4177 to 4204, inclusive. 

The other class of locomotive (above and right) is also a single expansion articu- 
lated type, but is a coal-burner with cab in the conventional position back of the 
boiler. Delivery of twelve of these AC-9 class 2-8-8-4s from Lima is expected to be 
completed by the end of November. All of them are for operation on the Rio Grande 
Division between El Paso and Tucumcari. Road numbers are 3800 to 3811, inclusive. 

Cab-in-front locomotives are an outgrowth of the Mallet type introduced from 
France ahout 1904, with a system of articulating two engines and using one boiler. 
SP had a number of Mallets, the first in 1909, but in 1927 rebuilt one as a single ex- 
pansion engine. As a result 
the first AC-4 Class 4.8-8-2's 
were bought the next year 
and the Mallets were gra- 
dually converted to single 
expansion or dismantled. 

Originally these cab-in- 
front locomotives (SP is the 
oaly railroad in the country 
using them) were operated 
exclusively between Rose- 
ville and Sparks over the 
Sierra where the cab ar- 
rangement gives enginemen 
better vision as well as pro- 
tection from smoke and gas 
fumes while operating 
through snowsheds and 
Jong tunnels in mountain 
section. In later years, how- 
ever, they have been in 
service over the Siskiyou

and Cascade ranges in northern California and over the Tehachapi mountains on San 
Joaquin Division. Sixteen of the new ones have been assigned to operate out of Los 
Angeles over the Coast Line to San Luis Obispo and in helper service over the Cuesta 
&tade between San Luis Obispo and Santa Margarita. 

Both types of locomotives have the most modern appliances for operating efficiency 
and safety, and incorporate numerous mechanical improvements developed through 
years of experience with previous classes of these AC engines. A notable improvement 
oa the new locomotives is the use of force-feed oil lubrication to all driving boxes 
instead of the conventional grease system. Spring Pad lubricators developed by SP are 
used on all driving wheel journals as well as on all axle journals. Another improve- 
ment developed by SP is the automatic tire and wheel cooler which operates automat- 
ically when brakes are applied, spraying wheels and tires with water, thereby prevent- 
ing overheating due to braking action. As in the AC-7s delivered in 1937, both classes 
have automatic devices that guard against collection of sediment in throttle and super- 
heater units; also multiple application of Drop Plugs to prevent boiler explosions and 
safety tire clips, both de- 
veloped by the SP. In addi- 
tion, these two classes have 
shatter proof glass in the 
cab windows and are 
equipped with a2 Locomo- 
tive Valve Pilot which in- 
dicates and records on a 
graph the speed and cut-off 
of the locomotive, and pro- 
vides the engineer with 
visual means of how best to 
regulate his steam to get 
greatest locomotive effici- 
ency. The coal-burners have 
the latest type mechanical 
stoker and a skyline casing 
which covers projections 
on top of the boiler to pre- 
vent trailing steam and 
smoke and at the same time 
Bives a streamlined effect.
